For decades, standard operating proce- 
dure has been to shunt storm water into 
the nearest coulee. From there, it finds 
its way into the Snake River. 

Trouble is, the canal company owns 
most local coulees, and the company is 
doing its best to r^ucc river pollution. 

The company has built settling ponds to 
keep farm dirt and chemicals from reach- 
ing the river, but urban storm water 
opens an entirely different Pandora’s 
ba of pollutants. 

Motor oils, grease, antifreeze, soot 
from engine e^aust and rubber dust 
frra worn tires wind up in the coulees.

WASHINGTON — White House and 
congressional bargainers wearily sought 
a handshake agreement Friday on a big 
bill that would fund dozens of agencies 
when the new fiscal year begins 
Tuesday. 

But disputes over explosives, managed 
health care, guns and other issues 
remained to Iw resolved before lawmak- 
ers could adjourn and return home to 
campaign for re-election. 

Negotiations ground on into the 
evening Tired bargainers had resumed 
. .with only a few hours’ sleep after carry- ' 
ing the previous day’s talks imdl just a 
few hours before dawn. 

“We have not got a final agreement 
but wc are in the position to start the 
final bargaining,” House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman Bob Livin^on, R- 
La., said os negotiators broke for dinner. 

Tbe senior Democrat on Livingston’s; 
panel, Rep. David Obey of Wisconsin, 
was more pessimistic 

“We are no closer together than we 
were at the beginning of the day,” h'e 
said. “There are literally dozens of stick- 
ing points ... and we’re running out of 
time." 

Nevertheless, ncgotiatois Vkiirc hoping 
for a deal that would allow the House to 
vote today. If that occurred, Senate 
Majority Leader Trent Lott, R-Miss., said 
a S^tc vote would follow Monday. 

Congress has sent President CUnton 
seven of the 13 spending bills required 
to fuumcc govcnuncsit operations in fis- 
cal 1997. Negotiators ore wrapping the 
remaining six bills — totaling roughly 
$200 billion. in domestic spending and 
S24S billion for the imlicary — into one 
huge, must-pass package. 

It would provide funds for foreign aid, 
federal courts and the departments of 
Defense, Treasury, Labor, Health and 
Human Services, Ulterior, .Commerce, 
Jiisticc and State 

All sides swore they would avoid a 
repeat of lost year’s government shut- 
downs. politically disastrous for 
Republicans. But Republicans angrily 
complained that Democrats and the 
admhiistradon were overreaching, insist- 
ing on winning virtually all points. 

Republicans long ago conceded they 
will ^vc Clinton nearly all the extra $6.5 
billion he wonts for and-terrorism, and- 
drug, job training and other programs. 

But Democrats were pushing for other 
concessions. Among them: ' 

• A provision barring managed-care 
health plans from muzzling doaors from 
telling patients about treatments not 
approved by the plan. 

• The dropping of a GOP demand to 
weaken a provision by Sen. Frank 
Lautenberg. D-N.J., that would prevent 
convicted spouse and child abusers from 
possessing guns. 

• Money for studies of pcstiddes in 
food.

In 1970, the Atomic Energy 
Commission - foreiurmer to the 
Energy Department - promised 
to dig up waste buried in Idaho 
and ^p it to a permanent rqnd- 
toiybylSSO.

Satbfied it had the right site, 
the government in 1971 ^id S3-5 
million for 800 acres of the 
Kansas mine. A Rhode Island 
senator pronounced it the most 
appropriate and safest place to 
store radioactive waste. 

But Project Salt Vault was 
doomed. 

Also in 1971, the Kansas 
Geological Survey discovered 


serious geological flaws the 
department had missed. The area 
was riddled vritfa uncapped bore- 
holes from past oil ezcploration, 
and 175,000 gallons of water 
poured tmo die mlng mysterious- 
ly disappeared.-. . 

The Kansas geologbts accused 
the gOTcmment of putting more 
effort into cottvinang public 
the rile was safe than into scien- 
tific studies to find out if it really 
was. 

Confident it uuld solve the 
problem, however, the govern- 
ment made a new round of 
promises. In 1973, the AEC reiter- 
ated its previous promises to 
be^ moving waste out of Idaho 
bylSSa 

Work began in 1974 on a zepos- 
ito^ in a New Mexico salt bed, 
and new commitments were 
made. Skeptics called it the “Son 
of Frojea Salt Vault” 

In 1975, R. Glenn Bradley, then 


manager of INEL operations, 
blamed the delay tn.moving the 
waste out of Idaho bn the Kansas 
repository failure. 

. He said the government 
plaimed to start placing “signifi- 
cant” amounts of waste in the 
WIPP facility by 1983. 

It was the first of many projea- 
ed opening dates for WIPP. 
Technical problems and political 
and legal challenges hampered 
the Energy Department’s efforts 
to open the facility. 

Offidab assured Idaho WIPP 
would be^ accepting waste by 
1985 or 1986. That became 
October 1988. That opening too 
was pditponed, first to 
September 1989, then 1990, and 
thmlatel99I. 

The site now is set to open in 
bte 1997 - if it can meet environ- 
mental regulations.

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Clinton challenges Dole on GOP turf 


. . .FOra* WORTH, Texas (AP) — 

■ Fprcing''Bob Dole to defend 
/l^epublican' turf. President 
Clinton charged confidently 
through Texas on Friday deter* 
mined to become the first 
Democrat since Jimmy Carter to 
capture the state. 

“We can win in the state of 
T(^I” he declared. 

Clinton kept a grueling three- 
city schedule, bouncing from 
handshake to handshake in 
■Texas-sized crowds and picking 
but. familiar faces from his days 
in neighboring Arkansas. 

, “Boy, I love this,” he told a 
teacher he remembered from 
Ashdown, Ark. An early rally in 
Loiigview, Texas — about.lOO 
miles from the Arkansas border 
— drew at least 5,000 people to 
the intersection of Center and 
TVlcr streets, in front of a quaint ' 
comer drug store. 

Clinton reminded the crowd 
that he grew up “a lot closer to 
.Lonmow than Washington.” 

' ■ The Dole campaign said 
' .Clinton’s. record was a far cry 
. from what Texans wants. 

“They say Texans like things 
big, but I don’t think they’ll take 
a shine to Bill Clinton’s big liber- 
al, big spending, big government 
ways,” spokeswoman Christina 
hfartin said. ' 

The focus of the trip tvas east 
Texas, home to conservative 
Democrats who abandoned the 
party for Ronald Reagan and 
could tip the scales this year. 

• Paul Garmon, a lifelong 
Democrat who has strayed at 
times to Republicans, smiled 
from beneath his cowboy hat 
when asked why he came to the 
rally. “I’m an 80-year-old 
Democrat, son. And that man 
there has done a better job than 
anybody since Roosevelt," said 
Garmon, his white shirt speckled 
with tobacco juice. “He’s our 
kind of Democrat.” 

’ In 1992, Clinton lost Texas and 
its 32 electoral votes to George 
Bush By 4 percentage points, with ' 
Texas businessman Ross Perot 
drawing 22 percent of the vote.- 
Perot, who siphoned more votes 
firom Bush than Clinton, is less of

Still, Clinton exuded confi* 
dence about his prospects this 
time, reminding supporters in 
Fort Worth: “Four years ago, I 
had a pretty high hill to climb. I 
had to run against two guys from 
Texas." 

The president looks surprising- 
ly strong in art inercasin^y con- 
servative state with a Republican 
governor and two GOP senators. 
Recent polls indicate the race is a 
dead heat, a Texas horse race. 

That docs not bode well for 
Dole. 

Lagging by more than 20 per- 
centage points in New York and 
California, the Republican 
almost certainly needs a big-state 
victory out of Texas to secure the 
needed 270 electoral votes. 
Clinton could win without Texas. 

Waltzing across the state with 
Clinton was Victor Morales, a 
Democrat in an uphill battle to 
defeat Republican Sen. Phil 
Gramm in Texas. Morales, a polit- 
ical novice, created a ruckus this 
week by accusing Texas' Rep: ' 
Henry Bonilla of forgetting his 
Hispanic heritage, calling lum a 
“wmina-be white” and a coconut. 

Clinton spokesman Mike 


McCurry said the president 
“obviously considered the 
remarks inappropriate” but had 
accepted Morales’ expression of 
regret. Forgiveness came easy 
b^use the White House hopes 
Morales’ campaign — win or lose 

— will mobilize Hispanic voters 
and get a key Clinton corudtuen- 
cy to the polls. 

The president chided Gramm 

— sarcastically referring to him 
as “a trained economist, they 
say” — for denouncing the 1993 
^Vhite House economic plan that 
raised taxes. Pointing to 
improved economic statistics, 


Clinton said, “Now you kn.ow. 
Our approach is right.” 

The trip was planned weeks 
ago so Clinton could attend a SI 
million fund-raiser in Houston. 

As the date approached, 
Clinton noticed that he trailed 
Dole by only 6 to 10 percentage 
points and ordered his team to 
schedule a “Texas day” filled 
with campaigning 
With his national lead over 
Dole holding relatively steady, 
Clinton has felt more freedom in 
recent weeks to campaign for 
Democratic candidates. He 
stumped Friday for several Texas 
hopefuls. 

Four of the candidates are nm- 
ning for scats given up by 
Democratic incumbents. 
Nationally,, there arc 29 
Democrats ^ving up House seats 
in November, induding 19 in the 
South, and Republicans are tar- 
geting everyone. 

Another Democrat, freshman 
Rep. Ken Bentsen, is in a tough 
race in on cast Texas district that 
gained Republican voters after 
the 'stated tumultuous redistrict- 
.Ing 

Democrat Nick Lampson hopes 
to unseat freshman Rep. Steve 
Stockman, one of 74 GOP con- 
gressmen sivept into office by the 
Republican landslide. ' 

Clinton mentioned them all, 
though he continued his pattern 
of not specifically calling for 
Democratic control of Congress. 
“We’ve got some great candi- 
dates running in east Texas, " he 
said. 


Decision on Gingrich hurt 
speaker, helped committee 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The 
House ethics subcommittee 
members who broadened an 
investigation of Speaker Newt 
Gingrich weeks before the elec- 
tion knew a failure to aa would 
damage their credibility. 

The subcommittee decision 
Thursday virtually wrote the 
copy for new Democratic cam- 
paign ads — but also enabled the 
panel to counter Democrats' 
accusations of stalling 

"If it didn’t get resolved now,” 
subcommittee members would 
have been peppered mercilessly 
xvith the question: “How can you 
justify this?" said a congression- 
al source dose to the investiga- 
tion, insisting on anonymity. 

“The members moved fonvard 
in the way they needed to,'” said 
House Dcmocracie Whip David 
Bonlor, a critic of Gingrich. 

Immediately after the panel of 
nvo Republicans and two Demo- 
crats acted, Gingrich’s Demo- 
cratic critics switched tactics, 
ending criticism of the subcom- 
mittee and demanding instead 
that Gingrich step aside as' 
speaker during the investigation. 

The original Gingrich probe 
authorized last December called 
for an investigation of a college 
course he taught to determine 
whether it was a political activi- 
ty that violated tax laws. 

The subcomminee voted unan- 


imously Thursday to scrutinize 
the reliability of Gingrich’s state- 
ments, examine his use of non- 
government personnel and facili- 
ties and dig deeper into his rela- 
tionships with tax-exempt orga- 
nizations. 

People familiar with the 
process noted another other key 
factors in the decision: 

• The members had met 
numerous times the past three 
weeks and were ready to act on 
expanding the probe.

$ 12 , 000 . 

virtually all of the proponents’ 
money came from Indian tribes, 
while most of the opponents’ 
money was contributed by ser- 
vice organizations that fear 
expanded Indian gambling would 
cut into charity gaming, such as 
bingo. 

Ihe initiative, whidi is baderd 


by 19 tribes, would allow 295 
electronic gambling devices per 
tribe, with the potential to 
c:q»nd to 495 after a year. 

It would earmark a pardon of 
the gross profits from slot 
machines and other gambling 
devices to local govern ments and 
conunissjpQs for ecooonne dm el- 
opment, and to a new fund for 
restoring salmon habitat and 
watersheds. 
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Balloon mishap dumps pilot, takes 
passengers on wild ride near Phoenix 


PHOENIX <AP) — A hot air 
balloon went out of control dur- 
ing a morning flight Friday, 
touching down and lifting off sev- 
eral times along a busy highway, 
injuring 13 of the 14 people on 
board before finally coming to 
rest. 

Witnesses told authorities the 
pilot had been trying to land the 
balloon a fcwmiles ^m where it 
eventually settled when it smick 
a concrete “fence" at an auto sal- 
vage yard and ejected the pilot, 
said Lyle Alexander of the 
Federal AviationAdministration. 

Witnesses said a passenger 
then took over control of the bal- 
loon and an unknown number of 
other passengers “jumped out," 
said Alexander, the investigator 
in bharge who is based in 
Scottsdale. 

Officials initially reported 
there were 15 people on board, 
but Phoenix Police spokesman 
Detective Mike McCullough later 
said there were 14, one of vdiom 
did not require hospital treat- 
ment. At least two people, includ- 
ing the pilot, were initially listed 
in critic^ condition. Eight people 
were released by cariy afternoon 
and the rest were in stable condi- 
tion, officials at two hospitals 
said. 

McCullough said the incident 
began about 8:10 am MST as the 
fli^c wrapped up and the pilot 
was crying to land. Rescue work- 
ers responded to the crash site 
almost immediately because they 
already were worldng a car acci- 
dent nearby, witnesses said. 

Some of the injured suffered 
blunt trauma like the type of 
injury that would result from a 
fall, authorities said. None of the 
injured were burned, and aerial 
footage of the multicolored bal- 
ioon ^owed no agns of fire dam-_ 
age.

Tanker hits bridge in Maine harbor, spilling oil 


PORTLAND, Maine CAP) — 
An oil tanker trying to squeeze 
through a tight drawbridge 
gashed its hull Friday, spilling 
heating oil into Portland Hmrbor. 

The Coast Guard estimated 500 
to 1,000 gallons a minute spilled 
for at least 10 minutes before the 
leak slowed. The tanker was car- 


rying 235,000 gallons. 

The Million Dollar Bridge, a 
major commuting route into 
Portland, will be closed until at 
Saturday morning while the 
damage is assessed. 

“It took a significant hit, and 
there is major, damage to the 
South Portlimd side," said Fire 


Department spokesman Jerry 
DAHllo. The bridge has a draw of 
93 feet. Some of the larger 
tankers that pass through every 
day clear the bridge by as little 
as one foot on cither side. The 
tanker continued on to a termi- 
nal. where its cargo was being 
pumped out.

Jim Morriss, a ground-crew 
member for Naturally High, said 
he and his co-workers instructed 
the passenger who took control 
of the balloon after the pilot was 
knocked out of the basket. 

“We Vi'cre colling on the radio, 
telling him to bum, and when he 
lands, to pull the r^ line and do 
things,” Morriss told Phoenix 
tdevision station KTVK 

John Catinchi, a balloon pilot 
who wimessed the incident, said 
he was in his truck when he spot- 
ted the balloon in trouble. He 
said the balloon went over some 
power lines and bounced several 
ritn«K before coming to rest. 

Catinchi said he. followed the 
balloon to its resting site, where 
he jumped out of his truck, 
helped remove a woman who was 
pinned under the basket and 
shut off the valve to the balloon’s 
fuel tank. “I was running after 
the balloon and I yelled to every- 
one to jump out," Catinchi said. 

McCullough said authorities 
were not sure how long the bal- 
loon caromed out of control 
before it landed in a desert area 
near Interstate 17 and Deer 
Valley Roatf. 

Jim DeCaird was eating break- 
fast at a restaurant across the- 
street from where the balloon 
crashed. “Tlie balloon was almost 
completely deflated,” when it hit 
the ground, he said, adding that 
he saw maybe three to five peo- 
ple standing in the gondola when 
it went dowrt 


Feds indict foundation 
founder on fraud counts 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
federal government filed an 82- 
coum indictment Friday accusing 
a foundation founder of using an 
elaborate scheme to cheat 
famous philanthropists and non- 
profit groups out of S132 million. 

If convicted, John Bennett Jr. 
could face a sentence of 907 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$28 million for running a double- 
your-money scheme at the 
Foundation of New Era 
Philanthropy. 

The government also charged 
accountant Andrew Cunning- 
ham, who worked for the firm 
John P. McCarthy St Co., with 
aiding in the scheme. 

When New Era dissolved in 
scandal 1 V2 years ago, the first 
bankruptcy trustee estimated 
Bennett diverted up to $5 million 
to his own use over six years. The 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission, which has sued 
Bennett, has put the estimate at 
$4.2 million. 

“We have terribly damaged 
victims here," U.S. Attorney 
Michael Stiles said. “He ran out 
of time. He ran out of money. He 
ran out of contributors, as these 
schemes always do."

“Third quarter GDP growth appears to 
have slowed sharply from the second quarter 
pace," said economist Bruce Steinberg of 
Merrill Lynch & Co. “We believe that GDP 
rose at just a 1.5 percent to 2 percent rate in 
the third quarter.” 

The GDP, or gross domestic produ^ is the 
total output of goods and services within the 
United States. It advanced at a modest 2 per- 
cent rate during the January-March quarter 
after an anemic 03 percent performance in 
the final three months of 1995. But it took off 
in the April-June quancr, racing ahead at the 
fastest pace since it grow 4.9 percent during 
the second quarter of 1994, the Commerce 
Department said Friday. The advance was in 
lino with analysts’ expectations.

‘Communist bandits’ close Microsoft’s Windows in China

BEIJING — In a setback to its interna- 
tional operations, Microsoft Corp. has 
halted sales of its newest Chincsc-Ian- 
guage operating system across China 
after the government objected to anti- 
communist slogans in romc of the soft- 
ware, company officials confirmed 
Friday. 

The announcement followed raids by 
police on several computer software 


stores in Beijing earlier in the week. The 
police confiscated Window$95 installa- 
tion kits containing phrases — common 
in Nationalist Chinese propaganda — ’ 
(hat describe the Chinese leadership as 
“Communist bandits." 

Microsoft executives said they were 
still investigating how the anti- 
communist phrases made it into the ver- 
sion of Windo\vs9S marketed in main- 
land China, which is-govemed by the 
Communist Party.

Microsoft said, it will offer on upgrade 
on the Intcmot that wiU delete language 
described by Mioosoft China President 
Duh Jia-Bin as “culturally inappropri- 
ate.” 

“The problem involves only a handful 
of 70,000 phrases in the software," said 
Bryan Nelson, Microsoft’s managing 
director for China, who is based in Hong 
Kong.

Bergen said the company’s wiU- 
ingness to charge more helps 
raise the quality benchmark at 
other centers. 

Judy Failor, director of the 
Children's Center at Boise State

Turkish troops kill 60 rebel Kurds 

DIYARBAKIR, Turicey ~ Pressing a new offensive before snow 
begins to cover mountain bases, Turkish soldiers killed 60 Kurdish 
guerrillas in a scries of dashes Friday, the regional governor's office 
said. 

The guerrillas, meanwhile, released an Iranian and two Dutch 
tourists after three days of captivity in the southeastern province of 
Bingol, the Anatolia news agency said. The tourists were traveling 
by bus to Van in eastern Turkey when they were captured. 

The clashes occurred in Holdcori and Simok provinces bordering 
Iraq and Iran, vdiere the rebels are based. Two soldiers were also 
killed, the governor’s office here said. 

Turkey demanded Wednesday that Iran stop Turkish Kurdish 
rebels from infiltrating into Turkey. The Turldih government also 
sought help from an Iraqi Kurdish faction now controlling tlie Iraqi 
border area. 

Sweden examines fresh murder clues 

STOCKHOLM, Sweden — New allegations of South African 
involvement in the murder of Swedish Prime Minister Olof Palme 
must be examined even though earlier probes failed to establish 
the connection, on official said Friday. 

Investigators studied the possible South African link a year 
after Palme was gunned down by a lone assassin while walking 
vdih his wife on a Stockholm street on Feb, 28, 1986. 

But the allegations were revived Thursday when a South 
African police colonel who had been convicted of killing anti* 
apartheid activists said secret agent Craig Williamson was 
involved in themurder. 

"Suddenly we have a person" who can talk about the case, 
deputy prosecutor Solvcig Ribcrdohl told Swedish radio. 

Japanese leader dissolves Parliament 

TOKYO — Seeking to keep his conservadve party dominant in 
government, Japanese Prime Minister Ryutaro Hashimoto dis- 
solved Parliament Friday and set elections for Oct. 20. 

The campaign is expected to focus on domestic issues such as 
an unpopular tax hike and cutbacks in government bureaucracy, 
and the results aren’t likely to change Japan’s pro-U.S. foreign 
policy. 

/Analysts believe Hashimoto and his Liberal Democratic Party 
will continue to dominate the government, although the ruling 
coalition may change shape. 

At stake will be all SOO seats in the powerful lower house of 
Parliament, which selects the prime minister. T^e official 12-day 
campaign be^ns Oct. 8. Hashimoto’s party holds 206 seats in the 
lower house. 

Pair arrested for spying on Volkwagen 

BRAUNSCHWEIG, Germany — Tvvo men who allegedly set up 
a liidden ramera at a Volkswagen test track have been arrested 
on industrial espionage charges. 

Police said one of the men admitted setting up the camera 
years ago on the test track in Ehra-Lessin, near VW’s corporate 
headquarters in Wolfsburg. The Braunschweig prosecutor's office 
said the nvo sold photos of new models to automotive magazines. 

Both were antsted Wednesday on a tip, prosecutors said, The 
hidden camerahad been found 18 months earlier. 

Rwanda delays trial of genocide suspect 

ARUSHA, Tanzania — The first trial of a suspect in the geno- 
cide of thousands of people in Rwanda was delayed for a month 
Friday after both the defense and prosecution said tiiey were not 
prepared to stan. 

Tile trial of Jean-Paul Akayesu, a Hutu village major, was post- 
poned until Oct. 31, said Judge Yakov Arkadicvic Ostrovsky. 

Akayesu is charged with genocide, murder and torture in the 
1994 massacre of 2,000 people in Taba, where he 'vas mayor when 
the country’s president was killed in mysterious plane crash on 
April 6, 1994. Akayesu, 43, has pleaded innocent to the diarges. 

Akayesu’s trial is the first in connection with the 90 days of 
state-sponsored massacres in which at least 500,000 people, most- 
ly minority Tutsis, were killed. 

China, Britain smoooth way for transfer 

HONG KONG — Putting a protracted wrangle behind them, 
Britain and China signed an agreement Friday promising a 
"solemn and dignified” ceremony to return Hong Kong to China 
and end 156 years of British colonial rule. 

The deal comes amid an apparent warming of British-Cliinese 
relations after three years of acrimony over how much democracy 
Hong Kong should have under Chinese sovereignty. 

For nearly a year, the two sides have disagreed over what form 
Britain’s formal farewell should take. 

China reportedly had sought to downgrade Britain’s role and 
deny it a glorious finale to empire. 

Britain threatened at one stage that each side would have its 
own event, with no joint ceremony. 

Pope, ailing Chicago cardinal meet 

ROME — Pope John Paul H met Friday with ailing Cardinal 
Joseph Bernardin, who says doaors have given him a year to live 
because of pancreatic cancer. 

The 68-year-old Chicago archbishop, in Rome on a private visit, 
said. he hoped to return in November to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the pope’s ordination as a priest. 

No other details were dven of the meeting, announced in the 
Vatican’s dally bulletin of papal audiences.

JERUSALEM — As world 
leaders pleaded for restraint, 
dashes bety\’een Palestinians and 
Israelis raged into the fourth day 
Friday, peaking in a fatal dash at 
Jerusalem’s A1 Aqsa Mosque 
after Friday prayers. 

The confrontations killed six 
Palestinians and two Israelis, 
raising the death tbU this week to 
53 Palestinians and 14 Israelis. 
The protests also spread across 
the border within Israel to 
Nazareth, where Israeli Arab dti- 
zens dashed with police. 

\VhiIe the violence Friday was 
much less severe than Thursday, 
it spread to the grounds of the A1 
Aqsa mosque, the third-holiest 
site in Islam. The grounds* 
became a battlefield between 
Israeli soldiers and stone-throw- 
ing protestors after Friday 
prayers. Three Muslim worship- 
pers were killed. At least 100 
Palestinians and 20 Israelis were 
reportedly injured. 

Nor did the two sides seem to 
move any doser to reviving the 
faltering peace process.

Afghans were cheered by the end 
‘of fighting. Others worried over 
the prospea of strict Islamic rule, 
induding restrictions on women 
and harsh criminal penalties Rkp 
those imposed by Taliban forces 
in other ports of the counoy th^ 
rale. 

"I just want the fighting to 
stop. Right now I don't care t^t 
they me tvear," said Najan, 
a teacher wearing a flowing black 
chador that covered her f^rom 
head to foot She was one of only 
a few women who ventiured out- 
doors after Kabul fell to the 
rebels. Like most Afghans, she 
uses only one name. 

Outside the presidential 
palace, hundreds of people' 
burled abuse at the corpse of 
NajibuUah dangling from a 2(K 
foot cement platform wher«.-a 
policeman would, in quieter 
have stood to dir^ traffic 
Overnight, Taliban forces 
swept in from all directions, 
maxing a 15-day march that 
began with the capture of the 
extern dty of Jalalabad.

Most officers and government 
troops abandoned the dty undet 
cover of darkness. Thousands of 
civilians and foreign aid workers 
fled before nightfall Thursday!

Sugar beet storage experiment could result in money savings

BURLEY - About 100 sacks full of 
su^ b^ tuw spending this winter nes- 
tled among Ron Hept^wth's cdlar full of 
potatoes as part of an experiment 

The g oal is t o deten n inc if su gar be«s_ 
can Sc stored’in a”cJimate<ontrolled 
atmosphere that will slow decomposi- 
tion, saving money both for the farmer 
and the sugar refining company. 

If the experiment works it could save 
millions of dollars a year, and that could 
have a dirca effca on plans to buy out 
Amalgamated Sugar Co., and form a 
grower-owned cooperative, said 
Hepworth, a Cassia County fanner. 

Althoiji the financing of the buyout 
hasn't been finalized, it will probably 
take the co-op seven years to pay off 
their $86 million portion of the tiansac- 
tioa 

The sale price of the company’s assets 
is set at $2^ million, give or 515 
million depending on profits. The 
remaining $180 million will be financed 
t hrou^ another loan and paid off over 
I2y5irs. 

An advocate of the buyout, Hepworth 
said it’s critical for the co-op to show 
profit during its first few yean in busi- 
ness. 

“If we bleed in those fint couple 
years, it will be tough to make a go of it,” 
ho said.

Jerome County commissioners 
approve, $5. 3 million budget

JEROME - Jerome County 
commissioners have approved a 
$53 million budget for the 1996- 
97 Gscal year, up $148,000 from 
last year. 

The budget changed because 
last year every tax levy was 
down, according to Commissioner 
Roy Prescott. Property evalua- 
tions went up, and new growth 
and new businesses moved into 
the area. 

The state’s 3 percent cap on 
budget increases let the county’s 
total budget go up $148,000. 

Most of the increase was for 
salaries and employee benefits. 
All county employees received a 
23 percent sal^ increase. Then 


the county allowed depivtment 
beads and elected offirials an 
additional 5 percent to use for 
merit increases. 

The county’s salaries were not 
the lowest in the state, but the 
county wanted to stay competi- 
tive so good employees would 
stay, officials ^d. 

The planning and zoning bud- 
get shows a deoease of $53374, 
but the decrease is only bn pa|^, 
because the planning -“irid zoning 
department was split away from 
the building department. 

.The juvenile budget is down 
$16,099. Last year, there were 
two full-time juvenile probation 
officers. The county trimmed 
back one full-time officer and 
hired two part-time officers at a 
consid^ble savings. 


The airport shows a budget 
increase of $12,000, mostly , 
because the airport has started 
selling airplane fuel The coun- 
ty’s original estimates of fnel 
sales fell short. This increase 
reflects the adjustment. The fuel 
sales allow the county to make a 
little money. 

The fair is down by $47,153. Two 
years ago, the fair board was pven 
the of becoming self-siqjport- 
ing The fair, with a new fair man- 
ager, hasn’t become self-sufficient 
yet but has trimmed its budget. 

The ambulance budget r^ccts 
that the Jerome County 
Ambulance Service is self-sup- 
porting. The only county money 
being spent on the ambulance 
service is to build the new emer- 
gency medical services building.

Many groups concerned about 
changes in Medicaid system 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — 
Changes are coming to Idaho’s 
Medicaid program and a lot of 
groups are anxious about what’s 
coming. 

The Governor’s Medicaid 
Reform Advisory Council met in 
Idaho Falls Thursday, another in 
a statewide scries on a prelimi- 
nary plan to change Mc^caid’s 
direction. 

“Our job is to ensure tax lay- 
ers that their funds are being 
used as prudently as possible — 
and to see that those vdio really 
need help get it,” said council 
member Ray Rigby, Rexburg. 
"People have been forced to t^e 
all the proptim offers or nothing. 
We want people to get only what 
they need and not waste dol- 
lar^" 


Of concern to many mental 
health care providers was the 
council’s recommendation to 
diange managed care. Currently, 
fnrh is handled oD an indi- 
vidual basis. Someone on the 
mental himlth staff acts os 
a gate keeper, authorizing a 
patient to get help, said Theo 
Mbrdock, welfare policy pro- 
gram specialist for Health and 
Welfare. The recipient is allowed 
to dio^ the care provider. 

“We already have a good sys- 
tem. Don’t trade it in for a pig 
in a poke," said Joe Keele, a 
representative of Transitions 
Inc. 

Under the recommended 
change, Medicaid would a^gn 
groups of clients to a provider, 
who would be paid a flat fee for 


care. The provider would decide 
how mu^ service each client got 
and would be responsible for all 
elements of the clients’ recovery. 

“The state would pay a set dol- 
lar amount pw person, per capi- 
ta. The provider would a«umc 
all treatment responsibility for 
that group of people," Murdock 
said. “It’s a profit or loss situa- 
tion for them. It just depends on 
how w^ ^ey do their job.” 

Although providers in Idaho 
Falls are not in favor of the 
change, other areas of the state 
seem eager for the reform. 

Another recommendation that 
drew concern was a proposal that 
would require patients to use 
over-the-counter drugs when 
avjiilable instead of prescription 
strength drugs.

SANDPOINT (AP) — The 
Bonner County School District 
has declared a financial emer- 
gency, saying stare funding cut- 
backs will devastate educational 
programs. 

Trustees voted unanimously 
during the past week to declare 
the emergency and wiU look for 
places to slash S420,000 from an 
already bare-bones budget. 

“I don’t think the school board 
is overreacting with this,” board 
member Willard Osmunson said. 
“We don’t have places to make 
those cuts. 

“In my opinion, we are not 
meeting the acceptable mini- 
mums for education now and this 
will force us to go below that.” • 

The district is trying to deal 
with Gov. Phil Ban’s 2,5-percent 
across-the-board cut in state 
spending for the budget year that 
began July 1. The order holds 
bade alwut S17 million ori^ally 
appropriated for public schools. 

The Legislature could restore 
the money when it convenes in 
January, but Bonner County 
school officials arc not counting 
on it. 

“From what I’m hearing it’s 
not likely,” board member 
Rebecca Hawkins said. “We 
were counting on that money 
and it was in our budget in 
September. Now they say it’s not 
there. That means cuts, but we 
already have contracts with 
employees, vendors and others 
\ve can’t cut." 

State schools Superintendent 
Anne Fox has said she is confi- 
dent the Legislature will restore 
funding to public schools. If not, 


Fox said she would notify each 
distriev^ow much they could 
seek througli an emergency levy 
to make up the difference. 

Bonner Ojunty School District 
patrons have rejected three levy 
requests this year, even though 
the district desperately needed 
tlie money to repair schools and 
buy buses and textbooks. 

■fhe school board said its emer- 
gency declaration was a way to 
tell residents and Batt that the 
cutbacks are unacceptable. 
Osmunson called them “barbar- 
ic," and phoned the state 
Department of Education for 
advice on how to shut down a 
school distria. 

“They laughed, but I said I was 
serious,” he said. “We can’t keep 
a district running like this." 

If need be, Osmunson said he 
would encourage patrons to sue 
the district for not meeting mini- 
mum state and federal guidelines 
for education. The state then 
could be sued, he said, for not 
properly funding education in 
the Sondpoint area. 

“To me, the declaration is the 
first step lea^ng down the road 
to suing the state or having the 
state take over the district," he 
said. 

A committee is being formed to 
dedde where the distria can cut 
the $420,000. Hawkins said she 
doubted any employees would be 
laid off. 

The district’s financial woes 
already have prompted 
Superintendent Max Harrell to 
scarcli for a job elsewhere. He is 
a finalist for superintendent’s 
position in (^per, Wyo.

But the Utah lawmakers’ bill —

Critics assault plan 
for fill along St. Joe 


COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — A 
group of conservationists and 
sportsmen is trying to keep dump 
trucks from unloading rocks and 
dirt along the St. Joe River. 

A letter signed by members of 
18 organizations in Idaho, 
Montana and Washington was 
sent to Panhandle National 
Forests Supervisor Dave Wri^t 
during the past week protesting 
the decision to allow fill to be 
dumped onto the river’s flood 
plain. 

The roadwork is proposed by 
Shoshone County, which is crying 
to open the St. Joe River Road. 
The road has been impassable 
since a ^ant Februoiy landslide 
buried it 

The county’s plan is to dump 
55,000 cubic yards of fill material 
into the flood plain in order to 
reroute the two-lane road around 
the slide debris, closer to the 
river. 

The Forest Service approved a 
request to widen the road’s right 
of \vay so the work could be done, 
and the county now is waiting for 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 


to approval a permit to put fill in 
the wetland area below the slide. 

Critics including the Idaho 
Conservation League, Trout 
Unlimited and the Sierra Club 
fear that the work will damage 
the river, which is considered a 
world-class fislicry and is protea- 
ed by the national Wild and 
Scenic Wvers Act. 

Doug Fagerncss of the 
Federation of Fly Fishermen said 
the plan would “increase silta- 
tion, which clogs the gravel for 
spawning trout.”- 

Because roads and othv devel- 
opment have compromised the 
quality of the river, Fagerncss 
said, it might bo easy to say the 
proposed road tvidening is not a 
big deal. 

“At what point do you say, 
'We're done compromising,'” he 
said. 

Scott Brown of the Idaho 
Conservation League contends 
tlic Forest Service ignored feder- 
al environmental assessment 
requirements to speed up the 
approval process. The Forest 
Service denies the allegation.

Cleanup brings old stories to life 


xS/WTA ROSA, Calif. (AP) — 
Dead men — or at least their 
tombstones — do tell tales. 

Some were murdered, others 
came by covered wagon and died 
and one tvas the sole survivor of a 
Civil War raid. 

These old stories are coming to 
liglit as volunteers working with . 
the Santa Rosa Parks and 
Recreation Department clear 
away decades of brambles and 
bushes and right the toppled and 
broken stones in the city’s nearly 
forgotten Rural Cemetery. 

Some S,500 bodies are buried 
in the old cemetery, including 
some of Santa Rosa’s early resi- 
dents. 

Work reclaiming what had 
been an overgrown and long- 
neglected block of Santa Rosa 
history began in 1994 after a 
series of attacks by vandals. The 
city came up with SS.OOO, and vol- 
unteers got to work. 

Now, instead of smashed or 
cracked tombstones and monu- 
ments — some crushed by van- 
dals using pickup trucks and oth- 
ers shattered in the 1906 eanh- 
quakc — some 700 restored . 
graves stand underjjie oaks that 
shade the 17.5-acre site. The 
cemetery contains about 3,000 
tombstones or other grave mark- 
ers. Others were stolen, 
destroyed or were made of wood 
that rotted away. 

“Look at this monument right 
here,” siiid Bill Montgomery, the 
city Parks and Recreation 
Department staffer, heading the 
cleanup effort. He pointed at a 
towering granite obelisk marldng 
the grave of Dr. A.B. Stuart, 
Santa Rosa’s first (and possibly 
California's first) female doctor. 

Wheh Montgomeiy and other 
volunteers came upon the doc- 
tor’s grave, the tip of the obelisk 
was broken off. A 14-ton crane 
was needed to lift and reunite 
ihc tip with its base, and volun- 
teers used a special epoxy to glue 
the stone together, Montgomery 
said. 

After the doctor’s death in 
1914, some of the children she 
helped deliver put flowers on a 
fountain built in her honor at the 
’ old Canicgie Library downtown, '

Proctor said he doesn’t know 
the missing girl well. But she is

12, killed in the quake when they 
went to pick up papers at the 
Santa Rosa Press Democrat. Not 
far away lie the remains of 
Vir^a and Robert Mills, killed 
in a murder-suidde in 1921. 

“The guy who killed them is 
buried here somewhere, too.” 

Montgomery said. 

The cemetety once held a tree, 
where in 1920 a vigilante mob 
from Hcaldsburg hung three men 
after they killed a Healdsburg 


Montgomery said. 

“One of the children, now an 
elderly lady, told me about the 
ceremony herself,” he said. “She 
even showed me a picture of her- 
self taken at the memorial. There 
are all Wnds of stories like that.” 
One story involves Sgt. T.M. 
Goodman, a Union Army officer 
during the Civil War. Goodman 
was the only survivor of an 1863 
raid by notorious Confederate 
guerrilla leader “Bloody Bill” 
Anderson, who executed all of 
Goodman’s troopers but let the 
sergeant live to deliver the news 
to Ws Union Army officers. 

Once a grassy knoll on the 
farm of the Fulkerson family in 
the 1850s, what became the 
Rural Cemetery received its first 
known body in 18S4, after the

Over the years, Montgoniiery 
said, people brought their 
deceased loved ones to the ceme-

“I got hooked when they asked 
me to dear out a big bush, and 
when I did, I found a tombstone I 
dim't know was there. It’s like 
finding treasure-" 


BP A has big share of blame for massive outage 


PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - 
Problems with management and 
power line maintenance at the 
Bonneville Power Adminis-tra- 
tion wore a major cause of the 
Aug. 10 power outage across 
much of the West, a regional 
agency says. 

The Western States 
Coordinating Council, a panel of 
utilities representatives that 
oversees the distribution of elec- 
triciiy across the West, criticized 
the BPA in a report issued 
TTiursday. 

About 7.5 million customers 
from western Te.xas to western 
Canada lost power in a chain 
reaction outage triggered when 
BPA transmission lines sagged 
onto tree limbs. 

The outage, the second wide-, 
spread power failure in the West 
this summer, lasted from a few 


minutes' in some location to six 
hours in others. 

BPA spokesman Perry Gruber 
said the Portland-based federal 
power agency, which markets 
and transmits clMtridty generat- 
ed by Columbia and Snake river 
dams, is taking steps to make 
sure such an outage doesn’t occur 
again. 

The council’s findings support 
allegations made by many con- 
sumer groups and utilities. 

As temperatures soared past 
100, transmission lines in Oregon 
sagged onto limbs of trees that 
should have been trimmed or 
removed by the BPA, the council 
said. 

The contact created on outage 
that triggered overloads across 
the western power grid. 

The BPA's transmission-system 
operators were unknowngly run- 


ning the system in a manner that 
violated the coordinating coun- 
cil’s minimum reliability criteria, 
the council said. 

Thc.BPA also did not widely 
communicate the power failures 
to other utilities, nor did the 
agency reduce the load on trans- 
n^on lines or local generation 
os precautions. 

'The BPA owns 15,012 miles .of 
high-voltage transmission lines, 
about three-fourths of all the 
lines in the Northwest 

Gruber said the agency’s tree- , 
trimming budget bad been raised 
$500,000 last year and again thU 
year, and now stands at is $3 mil- 
lion. The plan, he said, is to raise 
the budget to S7.5 million by 
1999. 

As the Aug. 10 outage began, 
Gruber said, the system contin- 
ued to operate after the first few 


lines failed. But when the genera- 
tors foiled at McNt^ Dam on the 
Columbia River, “it was a multi- 
. pie event that the system wasn’t 
designed to deal vvith,” he said. 

The council’s report said the 
failure at McNary triggered 
increasing oscillations that even- 
tually caused protective devices 
to trip several major lines, includ- 
ing three that connect the BPA's 
system with California utilities. 

Gruber said the BPA did not 
contest the council’s finding that 
. it had not told failed to tell other 
council members about the out-

Authors find deep religious convictions 
during study of shunned tradition 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — nie 
myths abound: The wives are 
m^ved and have no rights. 

The men arc sex maniacs and 
many only 12-year-old ^Is. 

University of Utah professor • 
Irwin Altman set out more than a 
decade ago to dispel such miscon- 
ceptions about polygamous fami- 
lies. And what he found was a- 
unique and well-mean^ p^ple, 
who have placed their rdigious 
belief above all else. 

<^e fundamentalist Mormon 
’ movement, including its practice 
of plural marriage; is here to 
stay. (They) have held fast to 
their beliefs in the face of pres- 
sures, criticism, and persecu- 
tion,” writes Altman in his new 
book, “Polygamous Families in 
Contempor^ Society." 

Altman nnd co-author Joseph 
Ginat, director of the Jewish 
Arab Center at the University of 
Haifa, Israel, spent the last 10 
years calking to 24 Mormon fun- 
dmentalist fandlics in two com- 
munities. 

More than 100 family members 
were contacted and 200 inter- 
, views conducted. 

The families practice polygamy 
: as splinter groups from the 
Mormon Church, whose mem- 
bers also embraced plural mar- 
riages during the 1600s. In the 
decades that followed, The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
. day Saints disavowed the prac- 
tice — issuing its first manifesto 
in .1690 — and has since tried to 
distance itself from any associa- 
tion. 

Altman, a distinguished profes- 
sor of psychology and professor 
of family and consumer studies, 
said there are about 20,000 to 
50,000 Mormon fundamentalists 
. who believe in plural marriage, 
and reside primely in the West. 

• “They are a new culture," he 
said. “I call it a culture in search 
of itself because if you think 
about it, the most current version 
, of fundamentalism only began in 
; the '30s and MOs. So the culture 
: doesn't have a lot of rules and 
- CMStoms and practices we all 
have." 

Like Mormon Church members 
who practiced polygamy more 
than a century ago, Atman said, 
today's fundamentalists often 
characterize the lifestyle as a 
Struve for the entire hunily 
■ husband, wives and their chil- 
dren. 

Wlicn Charles and Nanei) went 
on a honeymoon, the first wife,

Susan, told us, "/ was not very 
happy. Even though tve ivantcd to 
abide by the principle of plural 
marriage, it was not easy seeing 
him go off an a honeymoon with 
someone else. After all, wehadbecn 
married for more than 20 years 
when he married her. I wanted to 
see and be with him, and I felt 
peculiar about the whole thing." 

Cohabitation and bigamy laws 
have' made it illegal for a man to 
live with more than ane wife, but 
the laws arc seldom enforced 
given the numbers who break 
Uicm. 

As a result, plural families arc 
less fearful about others discovc^ 
ing their lifestyle than they were 
some 50 years ago when Ariuna 
authorities conducted the infa- 
mous raid on the polygamous 
community, Short Creek. 

At the same time, many (cel 
they have been exploited and 
simply want to bo left alone, said 
Altman, who used pseudonyms 
for family members and their 
communidcs. 

Many of the families inter- 
viewed also were curious about 
Altman's own customs. A wife 


among four in one family, for 
instance, was baffled about his 
monogamy. 

“One of the wives turned to my 
ivife and saidT have a very per- 
sonal question to ask, 'How do 
you stand him every ni^t?,’” 

Altman said. “That really set 
us on our heels. The real point is 
that they were as unclear about 
our life as the average person is 
about their life." 

To make their marriages work, 
the four wives agreed that Hal had 
to be a <fi//cn7it person uiit/i txicl] of 
them. To illustrate the point, 
Norma said, half jokingly, 
“Sometimes I don't like her hus- 


band," referring to her co-wife, 
Joan. 

The authors, who both arc 
Jewish, became interested in 
Mormon fundamentalism while 
studying polygamy among other 
cultures. Ginat also had made 
several contacts svith fundamen- 
talist families while studying at 
the University of Utah in the 
1970s. 

Much of their book, published 
by the Press Syndicate of the 
University of Cambridge, 
explores the relationships 
between a husband and one wife 
and the tics bertveen the whole 
family, including the wives them- 


selves. The challenge, Altman 
said, is balancing both personal 
and communal connections. 

One husband compared a plur- 
al family to an atom, with the 
patriarch acting as a nucleus sur- 
rounded by electrons of tvives. 

“Well, when you add another 
electron the whole system needs 
to be reshaped," Altman said. 
“So it’s an ongoing challenge.” 

John spends a full day with each 
wife, beginning at noon and 
mending unrii noon the /of/oieing 
day. lV7icn they arc all out driving 
somewhere, the wife with whom he 
is spending the day sits next to 
him, and the other wives sit in the 
rear of the car. 

While the husbands and wives 
strived to think of their individ- 
ual families as one, it was also 
imponant to achieve some sort of 
individualicy. For instance, most 
of the wives’ had pictures in their- 
homes of themselves with their 
husbands but almost none had 
displayed pictures of other wives. 

Wives talk about coping with 
the heartburn of jealousy felt 
when a husband courts or mar- 
ries a new wife. Husbands 
lamented the challenges of bal- 
ancing the financial and emotion- 
al needs of a large family, mak- 
ing sure no one feels left out. 
Even the simplest of tasks can be 
difficult. 

(Howard) sometimes ends up 
having to wear bizarre combina- 
tions of colors because he doesn't

Author Richard Van Wagoner, 
whose book “Mormon Polygamy: 

A History" is heavily quoted in 
iceman’s work, said the struggles 
of today’s plural families are dif- 
ferent from those 19lh Century 
families faced.

Bill Moyers has done more to spark rcli- 
^ous reOecdon than any other person on 
the face of the Earth, except perhaps 
Pope John Paul n and Billy Graham. 

Moyers’ series of conversations on pub- 
lic television with Joseph Campbell about 
primitive religions and with Huston Smith 
about world religions got this country talk- 
ing about religion again. There Is no ques- 
tion that those PBS programs bare done 
more to open the dialogue about holy 
truth than any other force in the past few 
years. 

Now Moyers has prepared a third block-

buster series, 10 one-hour “living 
Conversadons” about the Old Tesmment 
Book of Genesis. The format is so simple 
that it may sound boring. But, believe me, 
it’s not. . . • _ 

Each hour opens with a storyteller, 
mihcr Mandy Padnkin or Alfre Woodard, 
retelling one of the dramadc stories from 
Genesis in compelling modem English. 

Then the camera pans to a group of six 
or seven people sitting in a cii^c with 
Moyers. For the next 45 minutes or so, 
that small group talks about the story, 
how it affects thetr own lives and what it 
means to the world. 

I watched all 10 hours over two after- 
noons, and 1 was spellbound. 

The people involved in the conversa- 
tions cover a wide range of interests, 
including scholars, attorneys, sodal 
activists, novelists, poets and journalists. 
They ore Christian, Jewish and Muslim, 
the thrM world.rdipons {hat regard 
G<ucsis as an important source. 

That’s one reason Moyers says he chose 
Genesis, the '^mother of all books’^ for 
those major religions. 

But the other reason, he said in an inter- 
view this week, is ihot the stories ore so . 
compelling. 

G^esis, for example, contains the 
account of the first mundcr Cain slaying 
Abel in a fit of sibling rage. There is sexu- 
al harassment: Podphar’s wife ripping the 
clothes off Joseph’s back after weeks of 
trying to seduce him. 

There is conspiracy, cowardice and a _ 
near child sacrifice. Adam and Eve feel', 
the shame of their nakedness, and 
Abraham hides behind his wife’s skirts. 

There arc apocalypdc scenes, especially 
when Noah loads his animals in an ark 
and endures 40 days floadng on water 
filled with decaying bodies of animals and 
humans. The stench inside and outside the 
ark must have been unbearable. 

It took Moyers six years just to raise the 
money for this epic offering. He spent 
months choosing the right people to take 
port in the conversadons. 

They are plain-spoken people who make 
the stories come to life, and it soon 
becomes obvious the characters in the 
Genesis stories arc real human beings who 
have all the same weaknesses of people 
today. . 

I asked the veteran journalist tvhat 
drove him to tackle Genesis in such a for- 
mat. 

“Pve been traumatized almost by the 
religious discourse of tho religious right,” 
Moyers said. “I see their rhetoric polariz- 
ing rcli^ous discussion. I thought this 
mi^t open up the discussion.” 

Moyers spent years raising the money 
for the series from 11 different founda- 
tions. 

■ Then he carefully scleaed 38 people to 
participate in the conversations. 

One of the interesting things about the 
—conversations is the discussion of material 
from the original texts that never got into 
your Bible. 

Modem scholars have translated 
Genesis and found that the original 
Hebrew texts contained stories that were 
left out of the English language texts. 

For instance, there is an interesting con- 
versation between God and Abraham just 
before the Almighty sets out to destroy 
Sodom and Gomon^. 

Abraham has the audadty to attempt to . 
dissuade God from destroying both cities. 
And in the seduction stoiy involving 
Potiphar's wife and Joseph, the text in the 
new translations is much more graphic 
and gritty. . , ,

Team Exteme carries gospel to youth

TWIN FAIXS - The kids were young, 
and teachable. Team Extreme was 
ready for the task. 

It was a chilly 60 degrees outside the 
El Milagro Community Center last 
weel^ when Team ^treme arrived to 
present an afternoon program. More 
than 30 children had come to see the 
new teen evangelism team from the 
Salvation Army, who brought along 
their puppets and down costumes. 

One preschooler was navigating the 
rocks in the parking lot barefoot. 

Salvation Army Captain Roger Davis 
saw the child and went to pi^ her up 
and carry her into the center. 

“Remember to wear your shoes next 
time,” he told her gently. 

Team Extreme, whidi Davis terms a 
“sidewalk Sunday School group,” was 
■formed, and trained, in June. The nine 
Iddi ages 12-16, have taken their show- 
on the road to the Red Barrel 
Community Center in Castleford and to 
■Htn il.ir centers in Hazclton and Eden, in 
addition to El Milagro. 

On this particular weekday, Team 
Extreme was a down with green hair, a 
life-sized doll in a pink satin dress and 
several characters in rainbow* wigs and 
polka dots. Team leader Michele 
Simplot, a Salvation Army staffer, plans 
the skits, orders equipment and-plays 
guitar during the programs. 

“OK, we are going to sing some 
songs,” she announced to her audience. 

Several tiny tots started singing, 
“Hallelujah, hallelujah,” even before 
the song was announced. 

The kids were mostly elementary 
school age. Some were holding little 
brothers or sisters on their lap's. 

Before long, Team Extreme members 
were teaching the kids action games, 
like “circus relay,” and Bible verses, 
like, “If anyone is in Christ, he is a nrnv 
creation.”

Graham stays murri regard election-year politics

MONTREAT, N.C. — Billy Graham 
has learned something from six 
decades visiting the White House and 
meetings with 10 presidents; when to 
keep quiet And in this election year, 
he will not say whether he prefers 
President Clinton or Bob Dole. 

"I don’t want to get into any kind of 
politics — right or left or Republican 
or Democrat,” Graham said recently at 
his rustic mountain home in Buncombe . 
County. “Because I experienced that a 
few times in my years that you can get 
into trouble real fast.” 

“Bill Clinton has been a friend of 
mine he claims since he was 7 years 
old,” he said, referring to a Graham 
crusade Clinton attended. 

“The Doles have been guests in our 
home. We’ve known Mrs. Dole since 
she was a girl. Bob Dole, I’ve known 
him for I don’t know how long. We 
think a lot of them and we think a lot 
of the Clintons.” 

Graham has never formally endorsed 
a presidential candidate, but he has 
certainly supported some more than 
others during his career as an evange- 
list. 

He quietly backed Dwight 
Eisenhower in 1952 and Richard Nixon 
in 1960 over John Kennedy, mostly 
because Nixon was a friend and 
because Kennedy’s Roman Catholicism

Churches tailor services for all

COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. 

— Seniors, boomers, Xers, cow- 
boys, surfers. 

Churches want them all. The 
problem is attracting and pleas- 
ing people with such 'divergent 
interests, backgrounds and gener- 
ational differences. 

To bring them into the fold — 
without losing existing members 

— poises across the nation arc 
tailoring new services to suit just 
about e\-cryone. 

Church consultants use fancy 
phrases to label the different 
styles of worship offered; Sceker- 
centered.worship; seeker-sensi- 
tive worship. But-it basically 
comes down to giving parish- 
ioners a choice. 

Older parishioners might be 
more comfortable with a tradi- 
tional service. Younger members 
might find contemporary forms 
of praise more digestible. 

No matter what types of services 
churches hold, the/ve learned one 
thing: If they expect to grow, they 
have to adbOT to the notion that 
one does not fit alL 

“A church has a better shot of 
attracting a huger congregation if 
it offers two or three services to 
give people a choice,” said Gary 
L. McIntosh, president of the 
Virginia-based American Society 
for Church Growth. “People 
today like choice.” 


Members of Calvary United 
Methodist Church in Colorado 
Slnings, for example, are able to 
pidc from among thm different 
types of services that bi^an 
month. And a new church in 
P^on, ^ 0 ., — a branch of the 
Mountain View Bap^ Chun* of 
Caihan — is catering to a very . 
specific crowd: cowboys. The 
Cowboy Qiurdi of Peyton meets 
on Saturday nights with plenty of 
country-western music and “a 
fundamental Biblical message." 

“We felt there were many peo- 
ple in this area who own 40-acre 
ranches, consider themselves 
cowboys, and couldn’t go to 
church on Sunday for one reason 
or another,” said the Rei'. David 
Shumpert, pastor. “It’s just a way 
to bring more people to the 
Gospel." The church gets any- 
ivhere from 30 to 70 worshipers 
every Samrday. 

Some churches arc formed 
specifically to cater to one ^up. 
In California, thtye’s a chiifch to 
serve riders of the waves. The 
Surfer’s Chapel, part of the 
International Foursquare Gospel 
Chur^ — customizes its look and 
its message to its parishoners. 
The church logo contains a draw*- 
ing of a wave. The cover of the 
churdi bulletin features a photo 
of a surfer riding a brilliant blue 
wave.

Spiritual camp offers unique services

NORTHPORT, Maine — Tbe 
fog settled in along Penobscot 
Bay. obscuring the view of 
Islesboro from Temple Heights 
Spiritualist Camp. But no such 
veil seemed to cloud the Rev. 
Stephen Hermann's window into

As 15 visitors sat in a scmicir- 
de in a living room at the camp’s 
Nikawa Lodge, Hcnnaim warmed 
to his rndf of relaying messages 
from loved oiics who bad pas ^ 
into tbe spirit world. 

“It’s not fortune tellihg or tarot 
i-nrrfg or 1-900 psj-chic hotlines. 
It's spirit communication,” 
Hermann told communicants 
before leading them in a brief 
prayer that was followed by a 
rendition of “Battle Hymn of the 
Republic.” 

The purpose of the hymn, he 
explained, xvas to build up the 
energy le%*ri and help him make 
contact with those who had 
crossed into the beyond. 

“The louder you sing, the more 


you raise the energy,” he said. 

Hermann, that w*o^s medium- 
in-residence at Temple Heights, 
was presiding at on All Message 
Cirdc, or vdiat some might call a 
seance. He eschews that term 
because of its spooky connotations. 

One of at least three spiritual- 
ist camps in Maine, Temple 
Heights has been attracting sum- 
mer visitors since it was founded 
in 1882. The camp drew scant 
attention until the woman who 
ran it was relieved of her duties 
and put on trial by her church fof 
allcgc^y claiming to be a witch. 

At the two-hbur closed-door 
trial in Portland last April, the 
National Spiritualist Association 
of Churches also accused Valerie 
Van Winkle of violating the orga- 
nization’s bylaws. 

Convicted despite her claim of 
innocence. Van ivinkle still lives 
in a prirately o^vned cottage just 
200 feet from Temple Heights. 
She stays away from the camp, 
xvhere she is no longer welcome. 

Van Winkle maintains that Ae 
National Spiritualist Association 


of Churches engineered her 
ouster and that of the Temple 
Heists board to pave the way 
for rale of the camp’s water-view 
real estate, a charge the associa- 
tion denies. 

The property, whose value Van 
Winkle estimates at about 
$200,000, encompasses nearly 
two acres, including a right-of- 
way to a small point of land on 
the water. 

The spiritualist religious move- 
ment is rooted in the belief that 
the human personality continues 
after death and can communicate 
with those left behind through a 
medium. Beginning in upstate 
New York during the late 1840s, 
the movement rode the crest of 
the wave of religious fervor 
known as the Second ,Great 
Awakening. 

The National Spiritualist 
Assodadon of Churches, based in 
Lily Dale, N.Y., claims about 
2,^ members at its ISO church- 
es and affiliates nationwide and 
is one of several spiritualist 
denominations.

Let’s talk sex. Extramarital 
affairs, to be precise. Or adultery, 
if you’re willing to consider the 
isme in a morm context 

Adultery comes front and cen- 
ter with the recent reveladoa ; 
that former presidential adviser 
Dick Morris had an ongoing sexu- 
al relationship with a pr o s t i tute. 
Interestingly, the sub^uent 
hubbub had less to do with the 
brealdng of marriage vows than 
with wl^ his wife was wiOiag to 
stay by his side. At least that’s 
how some viewed the aftennadi 
of the affair. (Or was that just a 
case of others projecting boW 
they would reaa in a similar situ- 
odon?) 

The fact is, no one knows how a 
couple will deal with such a dev- 
astadng breach of faithfulness. 
But thm are ume interesting 
signs that the pendulum is start- 
ing to swing toward more tradi- 
donal ways of understanding 
morality as it relates to adultery 
X- and the wisdom of those ways.

When the National Opinion 
Research Center asked people in 
1974 about their atdtudtt on 
extramarital sex, as reported in 
' .‘-^thecCiiieut issue of Newsweek, a 
1%'glajority c'very age group sur- 
vej^ ^d it was “^ways 
wrong.” The group that had the 
small^ majority (59 percent) in 
agreement was 18- to 29-y^- 
olds.

Frank Pittman, psychiatrist 
and author of a bo^ on inSdeli- 
ty, says that exsamarital behav- 
ior is about emotional not just 
infidelity. Uldinately, 
v^t destroys the reladonship, 
he s^ is the dishonesty need^ 
to malnwin the Qlldt b^viOT. 

T^ere is no sbona^ of excuses 
for why anyone would risk on 
extramari^ relationship from a 
woman's d»re for rev^e (a la 
Ives Club") to 


the movie “First IVivcs C 


a man’s testosterone-driven 
appetite for new sexuazl con- 
quests. 

But the sexual revolution of 
the 1960s, it turns out, did not 
free peo^ from their so-called 
senial bang-ups or end the need 
for monogamous relations or 
reduce the guilt of those vdio 
decided to live and love as hreely 
as they wanted. Human relation- 
ships are more complex and 
more morally grotmded than 
many thougbe 

That’s why ektramaiital sex 
adultery cannot be explained as 
a breakdown in communication 
or as vengeance for the other’s 
illidt behavior or as a need to 
move be>’ond a present relation- 
ship. It is the tearing of what was 
joined, and the pain is often pal- 
pable for spouses, for childr^ 
even for extended family. 

I have a close friend who 
recently admitted be had on 
affoir. He made no excuses for 
his actions, and he confessed to 
bis wife w^t he had done. It was 
devastating to btf , to his children 
and, yes, even to himself. And it 


was devastating to those in his 
extended family who weren't 
even directly touched by his 
actions. 

Win be and his wife be able to 
save their marriage? I don't 
know. They both want to, though 
they know it won’t be easy. 
Because an extramarital affair 
adultery isn't just about momen- 
tary passion or a mistake in judg- 
ment It’s about the sin of the 
heart that took root long before 
any physical encounter bctw'ecn 
two people. 

We are not free to break rules 
of morality because they inter- 
fere with our desires and whims. 
These rules were divinely - 
ord^ed to prolea our relation- 
ship, not only with a spouse, but 
also with others with whom we 
are connected. And if these rules 
are broken, we can and should 
seek to me^ the break and 
uphold the vow we made if at all 
possible “till death us do port.”

WASHINGTON — On the 
Sunday after the much-pubUdsed 
suldde of 0 Navy admiral whose 
right to wear a Vietnam combat 
medal had been questioned, the 
Rev. Mark Chlmiak of Little 
Flower Parish in Bethesdo, MA, 
delivered what he called a “from- 
th^heart homily'' about medals 
and self-image.

Papal art Candidates’ emphasis on religious roots raises issues 


coming to 
U.S. market

A Pittsburgh firm is malting it 
possible for anyone to own a 
piece of Vatican art — or at 
least a reproduction from the 
papal state’s 13 museums and 
the Sistine Chapel 
Uiidcr a recent agreement. 
Treasures Inc., a subsidiary of J. 
Edward Connelly Associates 
Inc, has obtained rights to sell 
. any of the 700 Items previously 
offered only at museum shops 
in Rome, and to manufacture 
additional objects approved by 
• ' Vatican curatora. 

The agreement marks the 
Vatican’s first venture into 
’ worldwide consumer marketing 
and the first time it has autho- 
rized the sale of reproductions 
of iu entire an collection. 

Items range from candle tins 
decorated with Mclozzo da Forli 
angels to faux marble busts and 
reproduction frescoes. 

Other products include silk 
ties and scarves designed for 
the Vatican by Italian luxury- 
goods manufacturer Salvatore 
■ ‘Ferragamo, watches, crosses, 
cloisonne jewelry, stationery, 
cards, books, paperweights, 
vases and pencils. 

Prices range from 54 for a 
porcelain “Thinking Angel,” a 
cherub by Raphael, to several 
hundred dollars for a life-size 
head of the Virgin Mary. 

Most of the products are 
' .made in Italy and stamped with 
.a seal of authenticity, Et^oni 
’Musci VatlcarU, “an edition of 
.the Vatican Museums.” 
•Wallpaper, tapestry, elaborate 
.moldings and other home fur- 
nishings are in development. '• 
Eventually, thousands of 
items be available through 
television shopping networks, 
the Internet, gift boutiques, 
upscale malls, mail-order cata- 
logs and other retail outlets. 

“There are lots of avenues for 
business," said Treasures 
•President Gale Jarvis, a former 
executive with FAO Schwarz 
toy stores and Macy’s depart- 
' ment store in New York.

When President Bill Clinton 
appeared on the CBS News pro- 
gram "60 Minutes” recently, he 
brushed aside Dan Rathcr’s ques- 
tions obout his character. “'They 
may be able to attack my reputa- 
tion,” the president said, “but 
is the ultimate judge of peo- 
ple’s charaaer and he knows oil 
facts." 

Clearly Clinton, raised a 
Southern Baptist, is a churchgoer 
who talks with i^ative freedom 
about his' Christian formation. 
Just as dearly, there arc millions 
of Americans — induding many 
conservative Christians who dis- 
agree with Clinton’s politics — 
who raise their eyebrows when 
they hear him speak in such 
pious tones. Is he sincere? Or is 
he seeking voles? 

And what about Bob Dole, his 
election opponent? Last year. 
Dole and his wife, Elizabeth, left 
Foundry United Methodist 
Church in Washington, D.C (the 
same church the Colons anend) 
for more conservative pews. Was 
this a matter of religious re-posi- 
tioning in the political market- 
place, or a sincere change of 
heart? 

“Both of them — Clinton and 
Dole — will get up and say, T am 
who I am berause I ^vas raised a 
Christian and go to church and 
believe in God,"' says Jody 
Botnim, assodatc editor of First 
Things, a journal of religion and 
public affairs. “But neither of 
them will say, ‘I’m going to do 
this, because the Bible tells me 
to."’: 

Chances ore, most Americans 
wouldn’t want them to, either. 
There have been many presi- 
dents of staunch faith — James 
Garfield was known to preach 
hrom the pulpit on Sunday room- 
ings. But generally speaking, 
Americans arc satisfied with 
presidents who express an 
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unadorned belief in God and 
invoke God's name in times of 
crisis. 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
quoted from the Beatitudes in his 
Fireside Chats to help soothe the 
nation's frayed nerves. Lyndon 
Johnson led the republic in 
prayer after the assassinatioQ of 
Johui Kennedy. 

Americans have granted their 
presidents relatively wide lati- 
tude in terms of private religious 
beliefs. The first president to live 
in the White House was John 
Adams, o member of the 
Unitarian Church, which denies 
the deity of Jesus Christ, viewing 
him instead as a revealer of God’s 
p^ecdon. 

George Washington was an 
adherent of Deism, the- 
Enlighlcnment movement that 
aimed to reconcile science and 
religion by “purifying” 
Christianity of its irrationd ele- 
ments. Many late 18th<cntury 
thinkers subscribed to Deism. 
Their God was not concerned 
with miracles or answering 
prayers; he was creator of the 
universe and his thoughts could 
be discerned in nature, not the 
Bible. 


“So many people say the U.S. 
was founded as a Christian 
nation. Not the case," says the 
Rev. John McCoIlisicr, an 
Evangelical Lutheran minister 
and author of “So Help Me (^oA 
The Faith of America’s 
Presidents." 

McCoIlister, who was once 
invited to preach at the Nixon 
White House, notes that 
Washington was known id anend 
Sunday morning services in the 
Anglican Church. 

“But when it came tiroe to take 
Communion, he got up and 
walked out McAllister says. 
"The Founding Fathers were 
almost all Deists. They would 
refer to God in their writings — 
you see it in the Declaration of 
Independence — but never the 
Christian faith.” 

Thomas Jefferson, another 
Deist, assembled his o^sti Bible, 
cutting out the Resunrenon and 
olhv miracles with a pair of sds- 
sors and recasting the New 
Testament as a series of moral 
precepts, which he kept at his 
be^dc. ^iark NoU, professor of 
history at evangelical IMicaton 
College in Wheaton, III, calls 
Jdlcison and his ardirivol John 
Adams “pious Unitarians, in 
essence — religious people, but 
not orthodox people." 

In the 1830s, political cam- 
paigns took on a revivalist 'char- 
acter. Now began the political 
maiicctingof religiosity, with sup- 
porters trying to portray their 
candidates as sincerely religious 
— ond their opponents as noL 

Standing outside this play-act- 
ing was Abraham Lincoln, who 


“probably knew the Bible the 
best of anyone until Jimmy 
Carter, but never joined a church 
and it’s hard to figure out what 
his actual beliefs were.” 

Historians have often said that 
Lincoln’s mind was formed by 
reading the Bible. As president, 
he re^arly attended services, 
even at midweek, -at the New 
York Avenue Presbyterian 
Church near the White House. 
Under the burden of office he 
was, he saiA “driven many times 
to my knees by the overwhelming 
conviction that I had nowhere 
else to go." 

Late in his presidency, 
Lincoln's language became more 
and more* prophetic and Biblical 
says Jody Bottum, who calls 
Lincoln’s second inaugural 
address “this phenomenal piece 
of Old Testament literatur A" 

Could an agnostic or atheist 
ascend to the White House? It 
hasn’t happened yet (or, if it has, 
no occupant of the Oval Office 
has admitted it). The White 
House has most frequently been 
inhabited by men who at least 
nominally bdonged to mainline 


Protestant denominations: 
McCoIlister- counts eight 
Episcopalians and six 
Presbyterians. 

There has been only one 
Catholic, John Kennedy, while 
eight presidents belonged' to no 
particular denomination. 

The only evangelical elected to 
office was Jimmy Carter, a liber- 
al Democrat. Carter was “the 
most seriously Christian presi- 
dent we’ve ever haA" according 
to Bottum. 

But he was considered a traitor 
by many conservative evangel!- 
and roundly mocked by the 
liberal press lor saying such 
things as, “Pve committed adul- 
tery in my heart," paraphrasing 
the Gosp<^ 

But it was Richard Nixon who 
fully politicized religious life in 
the \Vhite.House, at least accord- 
ing to one of his biographers. 
Roger Morris says Nixon, raised a 
Quaker, benefited early in his 
career from “under the table, * 
bchind-thc-scenc alliances with 
the Catholic Church and evangel- 
ic:^ as wcA usually around the 
communism issue."
